Chicago Gives a Grand Banquet to the 


International Congress. 


CLOSER RELATIONS ADVOCATED.

IN TERN A TIO N A L CONGRESS. 


C hicago T ender* a M agnificent B a n q u et 
an<l R eception. 
Chicado, October22d —The International 
Excursionists occupied to-day in a tour of 
inspection of the Board of Trade, several 
large commercial houses, the A uditorium 
and D unham Stock Farm . A t 5 o’clock 
this alternoon the doors of the Grand Pa­ 
cific banqueting hall were thrown open that 
the people m ight come in and view the ap­ 
pointm ents made by the citizens for the 
banquet given this eveniog in honor of the 
excursionists. The room was decorated in 
a most beautiful m anner, with tropical 
vegetation, etc., under which glowed tiny 
incandescent electric lights. 
At one end of 
the banqueting table was a iloral ship ten feet 
long with the word “Chicago” on her bow. 
At the other end of the table was a train of 
Howers. and on each side the name “ North 
andSouth American Railroad.” On one wall 
was a m ap of the western hemisphere, the 
oceans in white immortelles, and the vari­ 
ous national territories in tinted im m or­ 
telles. Opposing this huge piece, and reach­ 
ing from the floor to the celling, was a 
great American shield of flowers against a 
background of flags of the nations repre­ 
sented. 
Each of the decorations were 
studded with incandescent lam ps that pro­ 
duced a brilliant effect. Beds of roses were 
everywhere. The lighting was brilliant, 
the table dressing dazzling, and the ar­ 
rangements for seating perfect. 
For two 
hours the adm iring citizens passed through 
the hall. Then the doors were shut, the 
orchestra began its work, and 
at 7:30 
o’clock the guests were seated, Senator 
Charles B. Farwell presiding. 
After the banquet had been disposed of 
Senator Farwell spoke briefly in calling the 
assemblage to order. Touching the m atter 
of the trade relations of the Americas he 
said: “ W e m ust offer yon our exports as 
cheaply as others do, and to that end I shall 
favor such legislation es will bring about 
this result, even to the extent of uninter­ 
rupted trade between all countries of this 
hem isphere.” 
Governor Fifer of Illinois, in a brief 
speech, then welcomed the delegates on be­ 
half of the people of the State. 
M inister Romero of Mexico responded, 
speaking at some length of the progress of 
this country, particularly the State of Illi­ 
nois and the city of Chicago. 
He said the 
delegates had been greatly astounded at all 
they had seen, and, as regards Chicago, if 
tbev had not seen it they would have been 
inclined to regard its history as a fairy 
tale, and even to doubt the possibility of 
w hat had been accomplished. 
Judge Lam bert Tree; ex M inister to Rus 
sia, spoke on “Closer Friendly and Corn 
merctal Relations.” 
Señor J. Alfonso, delegate from Chile, re­ 
sponded to this toast, and in the course of 
his rem arks said: 
“ I must, with entire 
sincerity and (rankness, confess that every­ 
thing we have seen demonstrates that the 
reports contained in the books of the re­ 
sources of the United States convey but a 
faint idea of the reality. 
An Alm ighty 
hand has treated this country as a loving 
m other would treat her child, and this 
should not be lost sight of by other na­ 
tions that seek inspiration from the exam ­ 
ple of the United States, for when circum ­ 
stances are dissim ilar im itations run the 
risk of being iilusionary and ineffective if 
not absolutely dangerous. To the honesty 
and good will of the people of the United 
States toward m ankind is owing, in great 
degree, the prosperity which seems more 
astonishing as we contem plate it more 
closely.” 
In speaking of the importance of the 
conferer.ee to the m erchants of the United 
States, Charles R. Flint, one of the Am eri­ 
can delegates, said that the m aster minds 
of this continent have always recognized the 
natural alliance which should exist be­ 
tween the independent Governments of this 
hemisphere. 
Dealings between the people 
of the Americas should be direct and wilh- 
out foreign intervention. 
“For want of 
proper mechanism of exchange our pur­ 
chases from South America are paid for by 
drafts on London bankers. 
We should es­ 
tablish our own staudard, and if this Con­ 
gress 
formulates 
a 
system 
of 
inter- 
American 
exchange 
and 
provides for 
the 
coinage of a dollar 
which shall 
be the 
standard 
for dealing between 
the countries whose representatives are 
here, it will accomplish a practical result 
and place in the possession of the people a 
coiu symbolizing a national fraternity of 
Americas.” 
Referring to our efforts to ex­ 
tend 
trade between neighboring States, 
Mr. F lint said: 
"W e have been m et by 
Ihe statem ent that members of the Inter­ 
slate Congress are wasting time endeavor­ 
ing to exlend trade until this country ad­ 
mits South American products free of duty. 
In reply, I call your attention to the fact 
that the United States has already re­ 
duced its tariff so that over 80 per cent, 
of the products coming from the countries 
represented in this Congress is admitted 
free of duty, which leaves less than 20 per 
cent, with which to trade for reciprocity. 
We purchased last year from the countries 
south ot us produce to the value of $1S1,- 
000,000. W hat is deplorable is, that to pay 
for that produce we had to rem it $112,000,­ 
000 to Europe, where our southern neigh­ 
bors purchased over 80 per cent, ol the 
m anufactured goods which they required 
from abroad. Instead of sending tbeir or­ 
ders to Europe we ask them to purchase of 
us in exchange for what we purchase from 
them , the m anufactured products and sup­ 
plies which we are showiug them , and in 
moving to extend our commercial relations 
let us proceed by sim ultaneously develop­ 
ing facilities in many directions, by per­ 
fecting an international sysiem 
of ex­ 
change, by showing that we can produce 
honest goods at fair prices, by creating a 
system of banking, by reciprocity trealies, 
by improving communication by mail and 
cable, by recognizing the true value of facil­ 
ities for transportation by sea and by rail.” 
George R. Blanchard, Chairman of the 
Central Traffic Association, in his speech 
sketched the development of transporta­ 
tion in this country. 
He advocated the 
union of railways with those of South 
America by subvention if requisite of inter­ 
national lines. He spoke of the develop­ 
m ent of onr commerce with Mexico since 
the completion of rail connection w ith that 
country, and added; “ We should push 
onward to greater results. 
Less than 1,600 
miles will reach Panama, and 400 more to 
South America.” 
Mr. Blanchard spoke at length of the dis­ 
parity of our m erchant m arine in com par­ 
ison with tffat of England and other na­ 
tions. H e added: 
"If, when our nation 
assisted internal transportation, it 
had 
adopted a broad creed for aidiDg external 
transit, thousands of millions more would 
now be in our treasury. 
We would have 
firmer hold upon the world’s markets, 
and would exercise 
more power. 
Let 
us 
prudently, 
but 
fearlessly 
award 
some of our unprecedented surplus to de­ 
velop and m aintain an external commerce. 
If the 8outh American States already 
have foreign 
purchase 
markets which 
sell rival products cheaper than we can 
it is more our duty to encourage snd equal­ 
ize, but so far, be it to the credit ot our 
guests, they have done more than we to 
aid commercial union, as witness the sub­ 
sidies they pay. 
We will find great diffi­ 
culties in recovering our carrying trade, 
needlessly lost, with the Old World, but 
we should secure and hold fast the transit 
lines with the lower half of our own world. 
Canada gives vast bounties to the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad partly to divert onr trade. 
W hy should not this rich nation give 
richly to divert British trades and estab­ 
lish 'new ones? England’s shibboleth is 
‘Free Trade,' bat no cation so well pro­ 
tects its ships. O ar tocsin has been ’Pro­ 
tection,' but no nation so neglected her 
Bhips. 
We spend vast annual sum s for 
rivers and harbors, some of which money 
is charged to dry creeks with apochryphal 


channels. W hy n o t now give th e ocean 
som e encouragem ent?” 


WANTS TO H E A STATE. 


W yom ing’s G overnor Sets F o rth Sound 
R easons for A d m ittin g th a t S tate. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 22d.—Governor F. 
E. W arren, of W yoming Territory, has 
filed with the Secretary of the Interior a 
report for the year ended June 30, 1889. 
The population of the Territory is esti­ 
m ated at from 95,000 to 105,000, against 
9,118 in 1870. 
“ The people of W yoming,” 
says the Governor, “ want Statehood. 
The 
men who have braved all the perils of pio­ 
neer life have laid broad and deep founda­ 
tions for fulure homes, towns and cities, 
and have treasured up means that uphold 
the commonwealth, are not unm indful of 
the advantages of Stale Government, al­ 
though the present Adm inistration has 
greatly relieved the situation by appoint­ 
ing Territorial officers from bona fide resi­ 
dents of the Territory wheiein they are to 
serve. Yet the people know from past ex­ 
perience what it is to live under a T erri­ 
torial form of governm ent by strangers 
with little or no knowledge of the Terri­ 
tory and indiffeient to its future growth 
and prosperity. The assessed valuation of 
all property in 1888 was $31.451,000 against 
$11.857 000 in 1880, and $6 924,000 in 1870 ’ 
These statements, the Governor says, do 
not represent more ihan one-fourth of the 
actual valuation. The financial standing 
of W yoming is high—bonds of the T erri­ 
tory bearing 0 per cent, interest are sold at 
126 premium, and Territorial w arrants are 
always at par aud prom ptly paid when 
presented. 
The Governor urges upon Congress the 
adoption of a m ore liberal policy in the 
m atter of surveying public lands. The in­ 
ability of a settler to obtain legal rights to 
lands selected by him for a home, it is 
staled, worked a three-fold injury—first to 
the Government, which received no pay 
for the land; next, to the country and Ter­ 
ritory, which derive no revenue from it; 
and lastly, to the settler, who can obtain 
no title to the land. 
He is hazarding his 
improvements, which are of no refuge 
to him 
in 
a commercial 
sense, 
as 
he 
can 
neither 
sell 
nor 
mortgage 
them . 
Moreover. 
there 
are 
large 
tracts 
of 
unsurveyed 
land 
which 
are valuable for other purposes than agri­ 
culture. There ars imm ense oil fields and 
coal beds, and vast forests of valuable tim ­ 
ber yet unsurveyed. 
In its present u n ­ 
known condition it is impossible to protect 
the forests against Ihe depredations of un­ 
scrupulous men, and the development of 
coal and oil lands is retarded by the im ­ 
possibility of surveying them under the 
present restrictions. 
The aggregate num ­ 
ber of acres disposed of during the last year, 
under the public land laws, 
including 
selections by railroads, was 301,375. 
Upon the subject of stock raising the 
Governor says: 
"Good profits can be made 
in the cattle business of to day if properly 
conducted and encouraged. The future of 
the business is in adopting better m ethods 
of management. 
A reasonable increase in 
the price of cattle, which is sure to come 
soon, will make cattle raising in W yoming 
one of the most lucrative industries known 
anywhere under the head of l%gilimate 
pursuits.”

W hile West Mrs. Wells m et George F. 
Woolston, who constructed the W isconsin, 
Iowa and Nebraska roads and others. 
His 
income averaged between $50,000 and $75,­ 
000 a year. She was introduced into W k>1- 
ston's family as Mrs. E A. W illard, of Bos­ 
ton, a wealthy widow. The relations of 
the two were intim ate, and it became neces­ 
sary tor her to leave W oolston’s house, but 
the couple were together most of the tim e 
at other places. 
Mrs. W oolston’s rem on­ 
strances were of no avail.

O PEN IN G O F T H E REICH STA G . 


E m p e ro r W illiam ’s A n n u al A d d ress R e ad 
by Von B o e ttieh er. 
B er l in. Oetoher 22.1.—The 
Reichstag 
opened to-day. Von Boettieher, Vice-Pres­ 
ident of the Prussian Ministry, read ihe 
Em peror’s speech from the throne. The 
address say s: 
The active attention of the present Reichstag 
has been especially directed to securing peace 
abroad and at home, aud tbe tasks of ihe lorth- 
coiniug season wiil be in the same direction. 
When the Reichstag met in 1887, tbe loremost 
object was the consolidation of the defensive 
I’owers of the Fatherland. The Reichstag, with 
patriotic appreciation of tbe situation, applied 
liself thereto. Y’our co operation to this end 
will be again claimed, iu order to develop the 
efficiency of the army. Its readiness for action 
in accordance with whatever circumstances 
may arise Will thereby impart to the efforts of 
the Emperor and bis exalted allies for the pre­ 
servation of peace, the weight of which is 
their due iu the council of nations. A bill will 
be presented by the Government amending the 
military law of May 2d, 1874. It will provide 
for the fresh distribution of the army, and it is 
intended to readjust in the interest ol the train­ 
ing and conduct ot the army, and the inequal­ 
ities ot organization which have arisen through 
strengthening the army and the displacement 
of troops from time to time. By this cause and a 
corresponding expansion of the naval power 
aris.s an additional expenditure, set forth in tbe 
budget. The financial statement to be sub­ 
mitted will present not an inconsiderable in­ 
crease, in paiticular the con’ributions ol sev­ 
eral States to the army, compared with those of 
the current financial year. Ntveithcless these 
contributions will not greatly exceed the sums 
banded to the Federal Mates from the Imperial 
revenue. 
The speech refers to tbe suppression of 
the slave trade in East Africa aud the pro­ 
posed abolishm ent of slavery in Zanzibar. 
A special departm ent to have charge of 
colonial affairs is to qe formed to relieve the 
Foreign Office of excessive work. 
Hopes 
expressed by the Emperor to the Reichstag 
of November 22. 1888, that, with God’s 
help, the peace of Europe would be sus 
tained. have not only been realized, but 
gained strength. As regards the future, 
owiDg to the personal relations which the 
Em peror has since cultivated with the 
rulers of friendly allies, thereby helping in 
strengthening the confidence felt abroad in 
the honest love of peace anim ating Ger­ 
m any’s policy and justifies the belief 
that European peace, based on tlie existing 
treaties, God helping, would be m aintained 
during 1890.

To 
illustrate the ■ penuess with which tbe 
trade is carried on, it is pointed out that 
the receipts Of slaves even- week are pub­ 
licly announced by placards upon the walls 
of houses. 
The letters also complain that the repre­

interest whatever in these matters. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


Q uestion* for C ongress to G rap p le W ith 
a t th e N ext Session. 
f3. F. Evening Post, October ISth.] 
The advent of the Senate Committee on 
Pacific Railroads naturally brings to the 
front tbe question of the relations between 
these roads and the Government of the 
United States, and affords a fresh oppor­ 
tunity for the upponen’s of the roads to de­ 
mand all sort3 of impossible and inequit­ 
able things by means of which tbe Union 
aud Central Pacific. Railroads m ight be 
seriously crippled if not rutned. The more 
radical of these am i railroad people would 
seemingly be glad to see the great transcon­ 
tinental highway closed up and abandoned, 
regardless of its inestimable use to the 
nation, sim ply to prove themselves right 
in their quarrel with the railroads aud 
with those to whose courage, perseverance 
and energy the people of ihe United States 
are indebted for the construction of these 
roads. 
It will be the duty of the Senate Com­ 
mittee to form ulate some plan for settle­ 
m ent of the outstanding accounts between 
these railroads and the Government. 
As 
is generally known, the account has not 
been staled or sgreed upon. The Govern­ 
m ent pnts in certain claims, to which tbe 
railroads do not agree, claiming offsets to a 
latga am ount, paruy legal in their charac­ 
ter and partly eqtiitanle. 
The case is not 
one for compromise, for that word does not 
convey the right idea ; but it is one for ad­ 
justm ent on an equitable basis, taking into 
considcrotian alt the farts and circum ­ 
stances and giving the railroads full credit 
for everything to which they are entitled. 
It is even more than that. It i? the ground­ 
work for national legislation, in which tbe 
interests of the whole Pacific coast and of 
all tbe vast territory this side of the Mis­ 
souri river are to be carefully weighed and 
considered; and in such legislation private 
opinions au i private grievances cannot be 
allowed to stand in ’he way of the general 
welfare of the people. 
There is no need that the Government of 
the United States should assdme tbe role 
of Shylock and demand its pound of flesh 
to the very atom 
Congress should, in all 
fairness, call to m ind the conditions which 
attended the building of these roads, the 
tremendous difficulties which were sur­ 
mounted, the inevitable losses which the 
roads had to sustain, the facts that the 
roads were deemed not only a pnblic neces­ 
sity bnt an indispensable adjunct to the 
Governm ent itself, and the farther fact 
that the roads were justified in presum ing 
upon the continuance of the favor of the 
Government, since Congress at th at time 
stood ready to assist the roads, and did 
assist them in every way in its power. 


Certainly the then liberality of the ration 
should not now be construed as an excuse 
for exacting terms of settlement which 
would work more injury to California and 
the Pacific Coast than the next quarter of a 
century could repair. 
It may be assumed that the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroatl could be huilt more cheaply 
now than it was twenty odd years ago, buz 
this is clearly no argument for pressing the 
company to a ruinous settlement 
Tlie 
computations of indebtedness m ust 
be 
made and tlie conditions of paym ent must 
be arranged upon Ihe hasis of what was 
done, not upon what might be done now. 
A factor in the calculations which cannot, 
fairly be omitted is the bentlit which the 
road has beeu to the entire coast and to the 
country back of it. Those who remember 
the days of stage coaches and m ule teams 
know what the railroad has done, and tbev 
are willing that the Government should be 
a generous and paiieut creditor, for they 
see very clearly that the people of this 
coast, who form no insignificant portion of 
the Government, have been paid in kind if 
not in money, for tbe advances made to the 
railroad by the United States. 
If Congress shall decide to settle with the 
railroads upon liberal and lenient terms, 
who will be injured? The natiou is not 
bankrupt. The railroad indebtedness, be it 
much or little, is not needed in the vaults 
of the Treasury. The people are not clam ­ 
oring for the payment of the debt. 
Tbe 
question raised by the adversaries of the 
railroads is purely a legal question, stripped 
of all considerations of equity, and the de­ 
mand is thatt the Govern n ent at one, en 
forceits claims. Congress, however, w; 1 
view this question in a broader way, and 
the Senate committee will feel at liberty, as 
it should do, to look at the m atter as a 
whole, and not ft focus its gaze on the »>::e 
fact that the hooks of tbe United S ares 
show stt m any dollars doe, or to become 
due, from two railroads which aresurh im ­ 
portant auxiliaries 
to the Government 
itself, and such a convenience, and even a 
necessity, to several m illions of the Ameri­ 
can people.

The gross 
earnings for the corresponding peri■ d ,a»t 
year are not given in the official s'aten!*-nt, 
but it is declared that the net p ro fit for 
August were $662,384. a gain of $24 x '.’56 
over August, 1888, and that the net pi fits 
from January 1st to August 3ist were $3,­ 
243 854, a gain of $1,309,627 over the s inte 
period in 1888. It would be very- int* rest­ 
ing to know what portion of these large 
gains came from the development of i >cal 
traffic, and what from competition with 
American lines for through traffic ” 
If restricted to the field of Canadian h ,cal 
and overland commerce, there is 
1 1 0 u abt 
that this road would show a far lower vol­ 
um e of business. Not long since we quoted 
from its annual report to the effVc tnat its 
losses on Canadian business, caused by bad 
crops in the Dominion, were more iban 
made good bv u s successful seizure of the 
through business of the U nited State-’, 
theretofore carried by the American roads. 
The subject is of renewed interest new by 
reason of the progress of the official investi­ 
gation of the d e t’s due to the Government 
by the Central aud Union Pacific loads. 
As we have already shown, those debts 
m nst be paid by the people whose producía 
and merchandise are carried by the roa :s. 
The extension of tim e and reduction of in­ 
terest which will be asked at m aturity of 
the debt, are for the people aad not for the 
corporations. 
If the debt were cancelled 
by the Government, it would reduce by 
just that m uch the sum which the shippers 
m ust finally pay, in principal and interest, 
to meet the cost of constructing tlit* roads. 
The only assistance which can come to the 
producers and shippers of Nebraska, Wy­ 
oming, Utah, Nevada and California is the 
revenue earned by the roads in the ever- 
iand carriage of international commerce. 
Slik and tea and rice, Hawaii aDd Manila 
sugar, Australian wool, Samoan copra, all 
helped Ihe local shipper to swell the reve­ 
nues and pay tbe, debt. So, also, did the 
transportation of the manufactures <■! the 
East exchanged for these products of Asia 
and the Pacific irlanda. 
If the diversion 
of this carrying nade reduce the v v m iisa 
of our own rotéis by a million a year, tnat 
m illion m ust be laid upon the local traffic, 
and this vriii be the case whether the roads 
continue in corporate control or are taken 
by the Government in foreclosure c f it? 
claim. 
Heretofore this transfer of the overland 
carrying trade to the Canadian road has 
been discussed in the light of its effect 
upon the commercial primacy of San F ran­ 
cisco. an aspect in which it has the keenest 
adm onitory Ínteres». Already the Chamber 
of Commerce in this city ha3 been com­ 
pelled to acknowledge that the tea trade, of 
which San Francisco was the natura’ center 
for the continent, ha* been tran-.-rreu to 
Eastern point*, and instead c-t the whole 
supply coming into our harbor for i.'iribu-

Sacramento

sented cities in the Union, and it behooves 
its people to refuse to longer submit to the 
injustice of judgm ent to which it has been 
subjected. 
The best means of resistance 
and removal of the erroneous ideas th at 
have been entertained concerning th e city 
is to prove to strangers precisely w hat the 
tru th is, and to demonstrate to them th at 
Sacram ento has preferred no indefensible 
claims. 
All capital cities suffer more or 
less by reason of the jealousy of other 
towns, and by the impression th at appears 
to be diligently cultivated, th at a capital 
is a State pensioner, living upon the 
crumbs th at fall from the official table, 
and is devoid of natural advantages and 
substantial resources. 
Now, while the 
delegates to the N ational Grange are with 
a s for ten days or more, we should demon­ 
strate to them, w ithout any offensive pro­ 
jection of the subject, th at Sacramento 
is fortified by natural advantages of the 
most desirable character; th at she has the 
trade of some of the largest and richest 
sections of the coast; th at she has, in the 
m atter of location and transportation, and 
th e economy with which business is here 
prosecuted, advantages of the first order. 
W e can clearly show these people th a t so 
far from being a pensioner, the city is one 
th e commerce of which is enormous, the 
trade of which is constantly expanding, 
and the future of which is as full of high 
promise as attaches to any young and 
growing city of the State— indeed, that 
there are none, save only the metropolis, 
w hich in that respect have greater or so 
m uch reason for content.

harness so long th at he has lost something 
of that quickness of wit th at serves the 
news-gatherer so well, referred to this 
baptismal font as “ an appropriate decora­ 
tion.” W hy not ? W hy should the friends 
of the new m arried pair feel so indignant 
and demand of the journalist th at he shall 
publicly apologize? 
H e solemnly asserts 
th at it was no joke; th at the item was 
w ritten in sober earnest; th at he meant 
precisely what was expressed, th at the new- 
baptismal font was a handsome ornam ent 
to the church on the occasion referred to. 
H e disclaims any attem pt at wit, and 
thinks th at assurance should suffice. 
But 
if he must apologize, it is to be hoped th at 
he will take the back track completely— 
recover his ground entirely—by saying in 
as strong negatives as lie can command 
th at the new baptismal font shown on the 
occasion of the wedding had no relation to 
th e couple united, and th at it probably 
never will. 


O n Monday the police of San Francisco 
made a raid upon the headquarters of the 
L ittle Louisiana Lottery swindle, captured 
th e books and accounts and several thou­ 
sand tickets, and arrested one of the pro­ 
prietors of the concern.

San Francisco have much better oppor­ 
tunities for suppressing these illegal con­ 
cerns and capturing the offending operators 
and agents than th e police of this city, 
6Ínce the latter are blind. 
T hat is the 
only conceivable reason for the failure to 
suppress the illicit traffic in lottery tickets 
at the capital city.

RAMPAGEOUS FINNS. 
A Gang of Tliem Undertake to “Run the 
Town” in Tlieir Own Style. 
There were lively tim es down-town last 
night, and society circles about Second and 
L and Front streets were considerably ex­ 
cited. The unusual commotion was caused 
by the advent of a 
party of s.alwart 
strangers. Just how m any there were in 
the delegation is not known, but four have 
been “located.” 
Three sleep in the city 
"cooler," and the other was at last accounts 
(m idnight) skulking among the freight cars 
on Front street and successfully evading 
officers who were pursuing him. 
It appears that the men are Swedes or 
Finns, and have been employed in masonry 
work on the Folsom dam. Their work 
having been interrupted by the storm, they 
came to this city to see what sort of an ele­ 
phant it had. They had not been long 
here until they concluded to run the vil 
lage. Two o f them were fonnd raising a 
disturbance early last evening, and officers 
Coffey and H arris ran them in with much 
difficulty. 
It took several officers to search 
them , they being strong fellows and deter­ 
m ined to resist. They finally panned out 
$112 and $67, respectively. 
Later on there was a wild commotion 
among the women that inhabit Second 
street, and officers H arris and Cunning­ 
ham went to investigate. 
They found 
another of the same gang in one of the 
"cribs” danciDg a jig on the wom an’s best 
hat, while he brandished a revolver and 
was having things his own way. 
The 
officers had a desperate tussle with the 
fellow, but were getting him along toward 
the lockup when C unningham ’s bat fell 
off. 
He stooped to pick it np, when the 
prisoner whipped out a knife and made a 
sweep at his head w ith it. 
The officer 
ducked just in tim e to escape a terrible 
slashing. They finally overpowered him 
and got him safely to the jail, where $41 
was taken from him. 
The officers bad hardly got their wind 
again when a man rushetr in from the 
California House, on Front street, and said 
there was a stranger there breaking up the 
furniture, abusing everybody, threatening 
to fill people with lead, and defying arrest 
by the m inions of the law.

ALFRED BARRETT ROPES. 
I 


A Promising Young Man Who Died Re­ 
cently In Sacramento. 
The following from an Orange, N. J., 
paper refers to the late Engineer of Tests, 
A. B. Ropes, who died here on the 8th 
inBu: 
Albert B. Ropes, son of Lydia L. and the 
late David X. Ropes, died at Sacramento, 
Cal., on Tuesday. 
He had been in failing 
health for some time, and for a week pre­ 
vious had been so low that the gravest ap­ 
prehensions were entertained. 
No details 
have yet been received. It is seldom that 
death invades a family circle and within 
the short space of three m onths removes 
three adult members 
David N. Ropes 
passed away on July 23d, and on July 31st, 
a little over a week later, his son, Charles 
F. Ropes, died at Sacramento. 
Albert Barrett Ropes was the fourth child 
of Lydia L and David N. Ropes, and was 
born in Orange on July 7, 1862. 
H e was a 
pupil of the Misses Robinson for several 
years, and then entered the public school&i 
going through the Gram m ar D epartm ent 
and then taking a special course to fit him 
for Stevens’ Polytechnic Institute, of Ho­ 
boken, which he entered “ w ithout condi­ 
tions” in his 17th year. Just before his 
graduation he received hia diplom a from 
the Orange H igh School. 
H e graduated 
from the Stevens Institute in 1883, and at 
once went to Braiuerd, Minn., to take a 
position as engineer on the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad, which had been previously 
tendered him 
He rem ained there about 
three and a half years in charge of the test­ 
ing of supplies of all kinds on the road— 
coal, fuel, iron, steel, and finally the loco­ 
motives. W hen H . J.Sm all, theChief Engi­ 
neer of the road, went to Reading, Pa., to 
take charge of the Philadelphia and Reading 
road, Mr. Ropes went with him , and was 
appointed Engineerof Tests, having charge 
of the experimental and chemical labor­ 
atory of the road. 
Here he remained for 
nine m onths, when Mr. Small accepted the 
position of S uperintendent^ Motive Power 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad, with 
headquarters at Sacramento, Cal. 
He re­ 
quested Mr. Ropes to accompany him, and 
gave him the position of Engineer of Testa 
of the entire Southern Pacific system, 
which he held until his death. 
Mr. Ropes 
suffered greatly from m alaria while at 
Reading, and his constitution was under­ 
mined. 
H e never recovered his health, but 
gradually failed. On Saturday he had a 
severe sinking attack, from which he failed 
to rally, and his death occurred on Tues­ 
day afternoon. 
As a boy young Ropes was remarkable 
for his m echanical instinct. As soon as 
he could use his hands they turned nat­ 
urally to the use of tools. 
H e had during 
his school days a complete workshop, with 
lathe, scroll saw and other appliances. Be­ 
tween his thirteenth and fifteenth years he 
built a working model in wood of a loco­ 
motive, complete in all its parts both ex­ 
terior and interior. This was about two 
feet in length. 
His whole education and 
training fostered this love of mechanics, 
and it was felt by all who knew him that 
he had made no m istake in clioosiDg his 
career. H e was a young man of strong, 
positive character and of great influence 
over those w ith whom he was thrown in 
contact. 
An especially notew orthy trait 
was his steadfast effort to be helpful to 
those under him or in his employ. Over 
such his influence was very great, and 
m any a youDg man has had occasion to 
trace the beginning of a better and more 
useful life to the kindly words and coun­ 
sels of Mr. Ropes. Another trait was his 
modesty. As each added responsibility 
was given to him, he spoke deDreciatingly 
of his own abilities, and this feding seemed 
to grow stronger as be grew older. He 
was exceedingly popular 
wherever 
he 
went, and made friends everywhere, but 
he never lost his interest in his early home, 
and he was always eager to meet those 
who came from Orange or could tell him 
of the doings of its people. 


MARYSVILLE OR OROVILLE?

T he Directors of the State Agricultural

The slatntes of 1889 provide in the gen­ 
eral appropriation bill, “for the purpose of 
holding citrus fairs, the sum of $10,000, 
one-half to be expended in the Sixih Con­ 
gressional District and one-half in that part 
of the State outside of said district. The 
location, m anagement and control of said 
fairs, and the expenditure of said sum , to 
be under the direction of the Directors of 
the State Board of A griculture.” 
The Capital Ctty, through its Board of 
Trade, generously waived claim to the 
fair, leaving the cities of Marysville and 
Oroville to contest for the prize. 
And 
these two cities are now competing for it as 
if their very existence depended on the 
result. 
As the time approaches for the meeting 
of the Agricultural Society, the contest 
waxes very warm. Large delegations from 
both cities will appear before the Directors 
and vigorously urge the claims of their re­ 
spective localities. 
In addition to the influence of their local 
press and citizens, the rival cities are bring­ 
ing considerable outside influence to bear 
upon the Directors. 
All of Northern and Central California 
is awaiting with interest the decision of 
the Society. There is one settled fact, how 
ever, which no one can well dispute, and 
that is, no m atter which of the cities 
named secures the fair, it will be a grand 
success, as their citrus fruits are of the best 
quality, and can be had in abundance. 
W hen the Society decided on Los An­ 
geles as the town in the Sixth Congres­ 
sional District in which to hold the fair, it 
was agreed, in view of the fact that San 
Diego made a strong fight for the fair, to 
give to the Los Angeles fair but one-half of 
the $5,000 appropriated for that district, 
and the other half for a sim ilar fair to be 
held at San Diego the following year. 
It is now thought likely that the Society 
will divide the appropriation between Oro­ 
ville and Marysville in the same m anner.

RAIN AND TEMPERATURE. 
Signal Observer Barwick Supplies Inter­ 
esting Facts and Figures. 
The Signal Service reports at 5 o’clock 
last night show the lowest barometer in 
Oregon and the highest in Southern Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona. The present unpre­ 
cedented October storm appears to be tak­ 
ing wings and flying eastward, or rather 
northeastward, for it came to land south of 
San Francisco and traveled in a northerly 
direction, until now it is to the eastward of 
Portland, Or. 
As ali low pressures (low barometer) are 
followed by a high (high barometer) with 
clear and cooler weather, it is possible that 
we m ight expect a cool wave prediction 
front the Indicative Officer at San F ran­ 
cisco in a few days, or at least a cooler tem ­ 
perature. 
His prediction for to-morrow 
are rain in N orthern California and local 
rains in Southern California, with nearly 
stationary tem perature. 
A short tim e before sunset last evening 
the eastern sky conld be seen spanned by 
the bow of promise that the Supreme Be­ 
ing showed to Noah as a token that there 
would never be another unusual flood of 
water poured down upon the earth to de­ 
stroy its sinful inhabitants. The rainbow 
was beautifully well defined, with colors as 
distinct as the refractiou of the sun’s rays 
could m ake them , through the crystal-like 
drops of water that were at the tim e de­ 
scending from the weeping clouds as they 
rapidly scudded their way across the sky 
towards the northern horizon. 
The records of rainfall in October for the 
last forty years are now badly broken. The 
greatest am ount before this m onth was in 
October, 1876, when 3 45 inches was precip­ 
itated during the entire m onth. 
The pres­ 
ent m onth, up to and including the 5 
o’clock observation last night, shows 4 68 
inches, and for this season, as against .55 of 
an inch to an equal date last year. 
The rainfall for the twelve hours ending 
at 5 o'clock last evening was as follows for 
the Signal Service stations named : 
Port 
ADgelos, on the Straits of Juan de Fuca, 06 
of an inch ; Olympia, .01; W alla Walla. 
.02; Spokane Falls, a sprinkle ; Portland, 
.01; Rosebure, .06; Red Bluff, .88, and Sac­ 
ramento, .48 of an inch. 
The wiDd and weather at the above hour 
was : For Olympia, raw and cloudy; Port 
Angelos, calm and cloudy ; Spokane Falls, 
calm and cloudy ; W alla Walla, southeast 
and raining ; Portland, northwest and rain­ 
ing ; Roseburg, south aud partly cloudy ; 
Red Bluff, southeast and partly cloudy ; 
Sacramento, south and raining." The rain 
ended in this city shortly after 5 P. M.

A t the opening of Judge V an Fleet’s 
Court yesterday the case of Bagwell vs. 
A h 
Sing was 
taken 
up, and 
A. C. 
W agner was called to the stand by Mr. 
Brusie. W itness said he took a mortgage 
on A h Sing’s hop crop. The mortgage did not 
embrace any ether person than Ah Sing, 
but there were verbal agreements. H e did 
not like to trust the money to Ah Sing, and 
it was agreed between witness, Mr. Pickett, 
A h Sing and Bagwell that the latter should 
handle the money. 
H e could not say pos­ 
itively that the agreement was accepatable 
to Ah 8ing. 
The first money drawn by 
Bagwell was $200, and the n ezt sum $400. 
Ah Sing was present and received the 
money. In September $120 was drawn. 
Prior to the latter draft witness paid a bill 
for Ah Sing from Hayes, the plum ber. 
He 
could not now find it. 
The Court—“ Well, Mr. W agner, you 
m ust find th at bill. 
There has been con­ 
siderable controversy over it, and I want it 
produced in Court.” 
T he witness said he would again try to 
find it. 
W itness said he took receipts for the 
various sums paid out, and the Court said 
they m ust be produced. 
W itness sanl that some were duplicates, 
and the Court said L h a t duplicates would 
not answer; the witness m ust produce the 
originals. 
The original mortgage was then offered 
in evidence by Mr. Brusie. 
It was for the 
sum of $2 400, secured by a crop of hops 
then growing, and belonging to Ah Sing. 
The interest, or compensation, m entioned 
in the instrum ent was one cent for each 
pound of hops grown by Ah Sing. The 
mortgage was of the iron-clad order, and 
was drawn by Mr. Pickett. 
Mr. Brusie read from a statem ent of 
moneys alleged to have been drawn or paid 
out for Ah Sing, prepared by the witness, 
and aske.; lor the vouchers for the several 
sums. 
The witness explain ed the nature of the 
demands, for some of which he said he had 
receipts, and some he had not. There re­ 
m ained a balance due him from A h Sing of 
som ething over $200. 
The mortgage calling lor $2.400 witness 
explained that $1,000 was inserted in the 
accompanying note in order to cover an 
alleged indebtedness by Ah Sing to Bag­ 
well. The terms of the note and mortgage 
had been explained to Ah Sing. 
To attorney W hite witness said that Ah 
Sing had made some objections to the cor­ 
rectness of Bagwell’s statem ent of moneys 
received. 
After the hops had been burned Ah Sing 
came to witness and went over the ac­ 
counts. H e objected to the Hayes bill for 
pipe, etc., saying he thought it was too 
high. 
Mr. Brusie—“Did you believe that Bag­ 
well was properly applying the money 
drawn by him to Ah Sing’s benefit?” 
W itness—“I did.” 
Mr. Brusie—“Did you not tell me in 
your office that you believed Bagwell was 
using the money for his own benefit and 
that Ah Sing was being defrauded?” 
W itness—“I did; it was later on, and I 
had arrived at such a conclusion.” 
Mr. Brusie—“Did you not say you would 
do what you could to punish a m an who 
would do that kind of business?” 
W itness—"I did.” 
The Court—“Mr. W agner, when this 
$1,000 was inserted in the crop mortgage 
for the benefit of Bagwell, did you under­ 
stand that Bagwell claimed that A h Sing 
then owed him $1,000?” 
W itness—“Yes, sir.” 
Mr. Brusie next called J. M. Jackson, 
who was a member of the firm of Hayes & 
Jackson. 
He remembered Bagwell order­ 
ing some m ilk pans. The charge there­ 
for 
was included in the bill for pipe 
charged to Ah Sing's account, by direction 
of Bagwell. 
A t this juncture of the proceedings Mr. 
Bagwell him self arrived and at once took 
the witness-stand. He brought an account- 
book w ith him , and was told to explain its 
entries. H is first charge against Ah Sing 
was in January, 1889, for sixty-two days' 
horse-hire. 
W itness said he had no m em ­ 
orandum s for the charges, as he kept the 
item s in his head. A h Sing used four 
horses dailv. 
H e did not m ake his entry 
until the close of the m onth. 
Mr. Brusie here asked the witness where 
he got the account-book, and he replied in 
Sacramento. H e was pressed to tell when 
and at what store he bought it, but could 
not. H e did not know w hether it was on 
Front, J or Tenth street—in short, he 
had no idea where he got it. 
Continuing, witness said that in Febru­ 
ary Ah Sing used sixty horses, or two 
horses a day. 
W itness kept the num ber in 
his head and m ade up the charge at the end 
of each m onth. H e was absent very little 
from the ranch while the Chinamen were 
there. On days when witness was away 
his wife informed him of the num ber of 
horses used by Ah Sing. H e would keep 
these figures in his head until the end of 
the m onth and then set them down. 
W ituess was asked by the Court if he had 
ever before used and bought such an ac­ 
count-book as the one in evidence, and he 
replied that be had not. 
H e was then asked how he could have 
purchased such a book and not remember 
when or where he got it. H e said he 
thought he m ust have had it as early as 
July, and his impression was that it was 
bought earlier in the year than that. 
Judge Van Fleet then asked witness how 
it was that the charges against Ah Sing 
were entered at the end of each m o n th ; 
that entries were made for January, and 
that he could not say in what part of the 
year he got the book. 
W itness replied that he bad kept some 
of the items on slips of paper. 
The Court then recalled to witness the 
fact that he (Bagwell) was a farmer, and 
asked how it happened that the book could 
have been kept so spotless for nealy a year 
when as a rule farmers’ hands are more or 
less soiled alter their work. 
This was som ething of a puzzler to the 
witness, but he was inspired by the happy 
thought that perhaps he was in the habit 
of washing his hands before using the 
book. 
Mr. Brusie then took the witness along 
over the Al> Sing accounts in the book, 
item by item, and had him explain them in 
his way. These explanations were about 
as vague as others th at the witness had at­ 
tem pted. 
W itness 
said each 
m onth’s 
charges weie for that particular m onth. 
There wa- an item in the July account for 
meals for carpenters who worked on the 
hop-house. 
[The hop-house was really 
built in June 1 
Then followed various charges against 
A h Sing for moneys paid him , for which 
the witness had taken no receipts. 
H e 
paid the carpenters’ wages for A h Sing, but 
m ade no entry thereof. 
There was one charge for nails in the 
A ugust accounts, which witness said were 
used in the construction of the hop-house. 
The charge was made at about the lim e the 
nails were used. 
[W itness did not explain how nails 
bought in A ugust were used in the con­ 
struction of a building erected in June.] 
After wrestling for a while longer with 
the witness' m em ory and his accounts. Mr. 
Brusie turned them both over to the other 
side. 
. 
. . . 
To attorney W hite witness said he 
thought he had explained the entries in 
the book to Mr. Pickett before going away 
in September. 
Judge Van Fleet—“It was ju st the day 
before the hops were burned, was it not I” 
W itness—“I don’t remember, but I think 
it was.” 
Judge Van Fleet—“And you got back 
the day after tbe fire?” 
W itness—“I am not sure.” 
Judge Van Fleet—“W here did you go 
on that occasion ?’’ 
W itness—"I went to see about a ranch 
that was to rent." 
Jadge Van Fleet—“W hat was the nam e 
of the ranch, and where was it?” 
W itness—“It was near Nicolaus; I don’t 
rem em ber the nam e of it.” 
Judge V an Fleet—“But you went to 
-A uburn ?” 
W itness—“Yes, and from there I went 
to Nicolaus.” 
Judge Van Fleet—“W hen you left your 
book at Mr. Pickett’s office and told him 
to look after your interests in case any­ 
thing should happen, w hat did you suppose 
m ight happen ?” 
W itness—“Nothing in particular.” 
Judge V an Fleet asked why he was so 
particular about m aking provision against 
possible disaster. 
_ 
W itness—’ Because I was afraid the Chi­ 


nam an m ight set fire to his hops while I 
w as aw ay . 
Judge Van Fleet—“Then you had a pre­ 
sentim ent that the hopsm ight be burned? ’ 
The witness became somewhat nervous 
under this line of inquiry, but repeated 
that he was afraid the Chinaman m ight 
burn the hops. 
He said he told his wife 
that if anything happened while he was 
gone to telegraph to Mr. Pickett. 
Mr. Brusie—"D id you not write out a 
telegram to be sent to Mr. Pickett, and 
leave it with your wife ?” 
W itnesss—“No, sir, 1 did not.” 
Mr. H . W i'.tenbrock, a hop-grower of 
some twenty-five years experience, was 
called to tbe stand and questioned by the 
Court regarding the num ber of men and 
horses required to put in and cultivate 
twenty acres of hops. 
He testified that two 
horses and two men could do the work, 
and that the season would embrace about 
seven m onths. 
[Bagwell had charged Ah Sing with 
horse-hire at the rate of one horse per day 
for 600 days.] 
. 
At th e close o f Mr. W itte n b ro c k ’s testi­ 
m o n y th e Court to o k a recess till 1:00 P. m . 


APTERN005 SESSION. 
On the reassembling of the Court J. D. 
Lockhart was called and testified that Bag­ 
well left two books at bis place on the 2lst 
of September. 
Bagwell’s account book 
was shown witness, and he said it was not 
one ol those left at his place. 
One of the 
books contained an account with Ah Sing, 
in which he was charged some $1,669. 
To attorney W hite, witness said that one 
of the books had several sheets torn out 
containing hop accounts which witness had 
seen before the leaves were taken out. 
He 
was absolutely certain that the book in 
Court was not the one. 
The book in evidence was exam ined by 
witness, and said that it contained several 
accounts that were in the one left at his 
place of busiuess. 
Mr. Brusie asked the witness to state the 
circumstances connected with Bagwell’s 
trip to Nicolaus. Bagwell, he said, was 
dissatisfied with the Cosumnes ranch, and 
wanted to try some other place, as he conld 
not m ake any money where he was. 
W it­ 
ness bad corresponded with a party at 
Nicolaus about a ranch, and on the day be­ 
fore the hops were burned Bagwell said he 
would go to Nicolaus and see the place, and 
left witness’ store on pretense of goiog 
there, and witness supposed he bad gone. 
The next day Bagwell did not show up, 
and on the second day the owner of the 
Nicolaus ranch came in and witness asked 
him what arrangem ent he and Bagwell had 
made. The m an replied th at he had not 
seen Bagwell. 
The next day Bagwell came to witness’ 
place, and tbe first rem ark he made was 
that be had heard that the hop-house was 
burned. 
F . E. Foote, a stenographer employed in 
the office of Brusie & Taylor, testified that 
he was present when Mr. Brusie drew up 
the affidavit now on file in Court, and 
heard it read and explained to Ah Sing. 
Witness then saw A h Sing sign a paper, 
which witness supposed to be tbe one read 
to him . 
W itness remembered hearing Ah 
Sing say he had not been served with a 
sum m ons under the attachm ent. 
W itness could not say that he heard the 
Chinaman tell Mr. Brusie that he had been 
fraudulently induced to sign the confession 
of judgm ent in Mr. Pickett’s office. H e 
was busy a part of the tim e Ah Sing was in 
the office. 
Mr. W agner was recalled to the stand 
and produced the Hayes bill, about which 
so m uch had been said, and it was offered 
in evidence. 
[Tbe bill for hop pipe showed a charge 
of $152 50. There is a partially erased 
m em orandum on the paper, in which two 
sums had been added together.] 
Mr. Brusie here rested his case, and Mr. 
W hite called Tim Berrue to the stand. He 
said he knew Bagwell and Ah Sing, and 
was present at their settlem ent in Mr. 
Pickett's office in September. 
He went 
there at Bagwell’s request and heard what 
passed. There were two books there, which 
be described. 
Bagwell had one, and the 
Chinaman another. 
W itness had not seen 
Bagwell’s book since then. The m en went 
over their separate accounts and arrived at 
an understanding. The am ount shown to 
be due Bagwell was some $1.670. Mr. 
Pickett drew up a statem ent showing what 
Ah Sing owed to Bagwell, read it to him , 
and he signed it. 
To Mr. Brusie witness said he was in the 
Court-room when Bagwell was on the 
stand in the forenoon and saw the account- 
book in his hand. 
[W itness said in his direct testimony that 
he had not seen the book since he saw it in 
Pickett’s office, and he gave a m inute de­ 
scription of it ] 
W itness could not remember that any­ 
thing was said at the meeting in Pickett s 
office about the num ber of horses which 
Ah Sing had used. They sim ply talked 
about horse-hire. 
Bagwell gave Mr. Pick­ 
ett a paper containing a statem ent from 
which to draw up the document that Ah 
Sine signed. 
Mr. Pickett read it to the 
Chinam an twice. 
Another witness was 
called by Mr. 
W hite, who testified to Ah Sing's having 
tried to borrow some money from Bagwell, 
in order to leave town, saying he had had 
trouble with other Chinam en. 
Ah Sing 
had asked witness to get Bagwell to let 
bim have the money. 
G. G. Pickett was next called. H e ident­ 
ified the account-book produced by Bag­ 
well. 
It was brought to his office several 
days before the fire, with another, called a 
hoo-book. 
Judge Van Fleet asked the witness on 
w hat basis he drew up tbe affidavit on at­ 
tachm ent against Ah Sing? 
W itness said it was on the basis of the 
figures left with him by Bagwell. 
Judge Van Fleet—"B ut ot your own 
knowledge yon did not know that this sum 
was due, and I want to find out how it was 
you could m ake affidavit to the specific 
sum of $800?” 
W itness went on to explain the transac­ 
tion, saying that owing to various compli­ 
cations $800 seemed to be all that Bagwell 
could possibly collect from Ah Sing. 
This closed the testimony, and Mr. Brusie 
proceeded to argue the case in support of 
the motion to set aside the judgm ent, and 
was followed by Lincoln W hite in opposi­ 
tion thereto. T he latter having impugned 
the character of Ah Sing, and criticised 
Bruse's action in having professional rela­ 
tions with him , Mr. Brusie said he would 
rather have his natue associated with that 
of the Chinam an, gambler though the lat­ 
ter m ight be, than with such a m an as Bag­ 
well, who had defrauded him out of his 
money.

document to Ah Sing, the latter signed it 
without knowing its contents, and because 
he had been prepared by Bagwell to sign it. 


PICKETT EXONERATED. 
There had been no explanation of the 
act of m aking the affidavit on attachm ent 
for the specific sum of $800, when it was 
elaimed that $1.600 was due from Ah Sing; 
and this w as the only act on the part of 
Mr. Pickett that had not looked right, 
but 
the 
letter’s 
explanation 
thereof 
at the 
close 
of 
his 
testim ony was 
quite satisfactory to the Court. There was 
nothing to support the Chinam an's state­ 
m ent to Mr. Brusie reflecting on 
Mr. 
Pickett, and the Court m ust conclude that 
the latter was not a party to the fraud.

AN OUTRAGE ON JUSTICE,

However, not to set aside the confession 
of judgm ent obtained from A h Sing, and 
if, upon investigation, the Court finds that 
the law justifies it on the grounds set 
forth in the motion therefor, it should be 
done. H e had not m uch confidence in 
Chinamen, and did not place much reli­ 
ance on their testimony, as against that of 
white citizens, who understand and appre­ 
ciate the solemnity of an oath, but this 
case was surrounded by independent cir­ 
cumstances, the nature of which impressed 
the Court with the belief that a wrong had 
been perpetrated upen 
A h 
Sing, and 
showed th at the confession of judgment 
should be set aside and the issues tried 
upon their merits.

WANTS DAMAGES. 


J u ilg c T an F le e t E x p resses H is O pinion 
o f B a g w e ll a n d H is M eth od s. 
The argum ents closed, Judge V— Fleet 
proceeded to briefly review the proceed 
ings. 
He said that a gread deal of evidence 
had been taken on both sides that was not 
relevant to the case, but be had permitted 
a wide range for the purpose «f enabling 
the Court to arrive at a correct understand­ 
ing of the original controversy, and to 
throw as m uch light as possible on the 
question as to w hether or not the confes 
sion of judgm ent was honestly procured 
from the defendant in the case, Ah Sing. 
So far as the evidence taken was concerned, 
it was unnecessary for him to review it, in 
view of the fact that it had just been taken 
and was still fresh in the m inds of all the 
parties concerned. He had taken into con­ 
sideration 
the credibility of the several 
witnesses who had testified, and wished to 
say that, so fat as Bagwell wa3 concerned, 
he placed very little reliance upon his evi­ 
dence. It was manifestly 
INCONSISTENT WITH THE TRUTH, 
So far as the m ain features ol the case were 
concerned. 
H e was firmly of the opinion 
that there was a determination on the part 
of Bagwell to deliberately defraud Ah Sing 
of the proceeds of his industry. 
H is ac­ 
counts with the Chinaman were inconsist­ 
ent with reason, and the simplest methods 
of doing business. The Court did not be­ 
lieve that Ah Sing had incurred an indebt­ 
edness to Bagweli for one-half the am ount 
of horse-hire charged to him , and did not 
believe that one dollar of Bagwell’s own 
m oney had ever been advanced to him , as 
alleged. Furtherm ore, he did not believe 
that the Chinam an had been benefited to 
the extent of two-thirds of the m oney ob­ 
tained on his account from Wagner, who 
held the mortgage on his hops. H e had no 
confidence whatever in Bagwell’s testi 
mony. 
D ECEIVED BV BAGW ELL. 
Coming down to the facts th at eventuated 
in the proceedings now before the Conrt, 
he was satisfied th at Bagwell had made 
such representations to Ah Sing, to the 
effect that he was the laiter’s friend and 
would assist him in getting the necessary 
money to m eet bis, current expenses, as to 
deceive the Chinam an. H e (the Court) 
was satisfied th at Ah Sing did not under 
stand the pnrport of the confession of judg­ 
m ent to w hicb his signature had been ob 
tained by Bagwell, and that when the pa­ 
per was read to him by Mr. Pickett— 
doubtless in all honesty—he thought it was 
nil righ’, for evidently he did not under­ 
stand the English language sufficiently to 
comprehend its meaning. There was no

Board of Trade daring last year’s trip of 
California on W heels,” and will do so 
again this year. F. A. Fox, the inventor, 
a couple of newspaper representatives and 
several other gentlemen were also aboard 
as guests. The trip down to Davisville 
was not marred by a single hitch or a break, 
and the cars ran rem arkably sm ooth for 
new and unloaded ones. The cars are all 
litted with vestibules, after the fashion of 
the new Pullm ans, so that passage is made 
from one car to another without danger of 
being blown off the platform . 
They are 
the first vestibules ever built at the railroad 
shops in this city and give perfect satisfac­ 
tion. The cars are also provided with the 
Fox autom atic coupler, and after Davis­ 
ville was reached the inventor gave an 
exhibition of the working of his device. 
By simply raising a little lever and signal­ 
ing the engineer to go ahead, the cars were 
separated in a tw inkling. 
Then the en­ 
gine was backed and the cars were locked 
together automatically, no assistance w hat­ 
ever being required. These couplings are 
now bciDg attached to all of the cars of the 
Southern Pacific Company, and are giving 
great satisfaction. 
On the return trip to this city the cars 
were speeded at the rate of nearly sixty 
miles an hour, w ithout a ja r. 
Everything 
worked to the satisfaction of Messrs. Mc­ 
Donald and Small 
Tbe cars will be taken 
to Oakland this af.ernoon to be lined with 
shelves and to receive the exhibits. The 
start will be made for the East on or about 
the 15th of November. 
Mr. McDonald stated to a R ecord-U n io u 
representative during lhe trip that he an­ 
ticipated greater results from the coming 
trip than the last one, on account of the 
improved size and quality of the exhibits

over,” said be, "and that is that Sacra­ 
m ento has not as yet shown any disposi­ 
tion to send an exhibit along. 
It is too

A G eneral D ow npour From the M exican 
to tb e O reg o n L incs. 
S an Fp.ascisco, October 22d.—More rain 
bas ¡alien the present month than during 
any previousOctober sinoe the record of 
the rainfall bas been kept. The storm still 
continues, with but slight signs of abating. 
The Signal Service reported the tall for the 
twenty-four hours ending a t noon to-day as 
.72 of an inch, making the total for the 
month and season 5.56 inches, as against 
1.08 inches for the same period last year. 
In 1876 the rainfall for the month of Octo­ 
ber was •3-36 inches, and only 11 04 inches 
for the season. The rain has considerably 
damaged late grapes, but (generally the 
present storm has bees a welcome one, and 
the prospects of a very Urge area of land 
being seeded throughout the State this year 
are good. 
W o o d lan d . October 22d.—There bas been 
no cessation in the storm. Much damage 
to hay and raisins is reported. There is 
also some sacked wheat yet in the fields. 
All the second-crop grapes are ruined. The 
rainfall throughout Yolo county is larger 
th an ever before. The fall here for the 
storm is 3 inches; for the season, 3 67. At 
Dunnigans—storm,3 25; season, 4 25. Win­ 
ters—Storm, 4.38: season, 6.18. Madison— 
Storm, 5.62; season, 7 10. 
Davisville— 
8torm. 4 64; season, 559. Reports from 
.Knight's Landing state that the Sacramento 
river is rising rapidly. 
M a ry s v ille , October 22d. — Eighty-six 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell to-day, 
making a total of 4.35 inches in six days. 
T his beats our record for October. 
A u b u rn , October 22d.~From the 18th up 
to this morning 4.27 inches of rain has 
fallen. Last night’s fall was 1.67. It is a 
-warm rain, and the grass is growing fast. 
B ren tw o o d , O ctober 224.—Sixteen h u n - 
•dredths of an inch of rain fell here sin ce 7 
o ’clock th is m orning, m ak in g a total for the 
•storm of 3 20 inches, and 3.82 inches for the 
-season. 
T his rain fall far exceeds a n y th in g 
w ith in the m em ory of th e oldest in h a b it­ 
a n ts for th e m o n th o f O ctober for th is val­ 
ley.
